TRE SPORTS AT LEPHBRIDGF. 


The Calgury lacrosse and football teams 
arrived homc this morning and were met 
by a considerable number of friendsat the 
station. Most of them are in good form 
bui some have had severe handling. The 
general result of the engagement may be 
summed ap thus.—In Lacrowe, Culgary 
took the first gam2 in less than a miarte, 
Lethbridge the second in 1h. 33m., and 
play continued until the two hours were 
up without another game being taken. 
The Lethbridge Lacrosse team was com- 
posed of heavy men, very mach heavier 
than the Calgary team. Early in the 
second game West was laid oF with a 
sprained ankle, caused by a Lethbridge 
player jumping on it, and later in the 
same game Short had his ankle sprained 
and had to giveup. This weakened the 
Caigary team materially. Our men are of 
the opinion that ateam can be made up 
out of the Calgary club which will beat 
any thing Lethbridge can produce, 

As regards football Mr. West in an 
interview says:— ‘Lethbridge beat us all 
to pieces in football. Several of our play- 
ers were disabled in lacrosse and we were 
at a disadvantage. Still, the Lethbridge 
football team is the best 1 ever saw. I 
bave played against the bestin Ontario, 
but the Lethbridge men can beat anything 
there. Most ot them are hardy Scotch 
miners and very expert." 

In the foot races Calgary did well. 
Tarrant came in first with ease in the 100 
yard foot race, open. Calgary men won 
about $180 oa this race, and after that 
Lethbridge would bet no more. Tarrant 
of Ca'vary was first in the 100 yard race 
open to members of the lacrosse und foot- 
bali teams, Kerr of Calgary being second.

for the long jump. In the half mile rece 
Ward was second. 

In throwing lacrosso bal! P. McNamara 
of Calgary threw the greatest distance. 
but as the ball did not pass within a 50 
yard limit his throw was not counted, 

In the lacrosse match Binning was 
field captain for Calyary und A. J. Darch 
tor Lethbridge ; T, R. Vaughan umpire 
for Calgary and a Scotchman (whose 
name has not reached us) for Lethbridge; 
Harry Bentley, of Lethbridge, referee. 
There 1s no complaint of unfairness in 
any quarter : 

We should add to the list of the wound- 
ed on the Calgary side J, L. Wilson who 
received serious injuries in the ribs. 
It was feared at first that «a mb waa 
broken. 

We need hardly say that Calgary is well 
satisfied with ihe performance of her 
teaws. This was a sort of trial trip. The 
boys found at Lethbridge ‘‘foemen worthy 
of their steel.'' They have learned their 
own weak as well as their strong points an d 
they must now set to work to strengthon 
their weaker parts. We have no doubt 
(hat our citizens generally will henceforth 
take a more active iuterest in athletic and 
sporting matters and do what they can to 
encourage those who go abroad to upheld 
the honor of the town in the field of manly 
sports,

MERTING OF TOWN COUNCIL. 


—-- 


Allthe mombers were present last night. 

The Mayor explained that Mr. Johnson, 
representing Measrs, Galt, wholesale gro- 
cers, Winnipeg, had stated to him 
that the firm never carried more than 
$2,000 worth of stock in Calgary and he 
would send in a declaration to that effect, 
The council wiil deal with the Galt assess- 
ment when this document is received. 

Mr. Acton Burrows, publisher of the 
Western World, Winnipeg, addressed the 
council in behalf of his publication. ex- 
plaining its advantages, circulation, etc. 
He proposed to bring out the August 
number as a Calgary number. He wished 
the council to take a number of copies, 
Referred to the Finance Committee. 

Letters from Mr. Brownlee stating that 
the 2000 copies of the Dominion Ilustra- 
ted ordered by the Council would ve distri- 
buted on June v8, and from the Depart- 
ment of the Interior notifying the Council 
that they owed an instalment on the 
school land, were received. 

A number of citizens petitioned to have 
Stephen avenue at and east “of the P.O., 
put in order, and other citizens asked for 
a crossing over the U.P.R., at Drinkwater 
St. - Both were referred w the Public 
Works Committee.
